Allowable Claims 

1 . Claims 1-7, 9 and 11-16 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1 and 1 1 , in combination with other limitations of the claims, 

the prior art of record fails to disclose or specifically suggested the voice command 
platform is further programmed to personalize the consolidated summary based on a 
notification profile maintained for the user, wherein the notification profile for the user 
indicates user-specific name of at least one of the message portals, and wherein the 
consolidated summary refers to the message portal by the user-specific name.
